The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claim 1, the following art represents the closest art that the 
examiner found upon an update search: 

Reed et al (US Pat 6026748) discloses an infrared dryer system for printing presses. 
Reed et al discloses a plurality of first wavelength infrared lamps and a plurality of second 
wavelength infrared lamps arranged alternately in one direction. However, Reed et al does not 
disclose the plurality of lamps arranged in adjacent columns and rows. Furthermore, Reed et al 
does not disclose UV curing; Reed et al only discloses infrared lamps. 

Wagner et al (US Pat 6540345) discloses a transfer printing process. Wagner et al 
discloses UV radiation where a mercury bulb emits energy in both short and long wavelength 
ranges. However, Wagner et al does not disclose a plurality of light emitting diode elements 
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arranged in adjacent columns and rows, the LED elements including a plurality of first- 
wavelength LED elements and a plurality of second- wavelength LED elements, the first- 
wavelength LED elements and the second-wavelength LED elements being arranged alternately.
